The financial statement for 1938 of 
the Municipal District of Royal shows 
that a very favorable yeAr has been 
I completed, with a balance in the bank 
on municipal account of over $17,00(1. 

I' The municipal tax levy in 1938 was 
| $22,364, and collections on this account 
j amounted to $37,105. Municipal pay¬ 
ments show a jump of $10,000 in pub- 
I lie work? expenditure, due largely to 
the purchase of new machinery during 
: 1938. Total public works expenditure 
v as $2 ,488, including labor $5,388. 
machinery $11,940, material $3,606, 
supervision $1,084 and street lights 
$313. 

Municipal assets at $109,597 show a 
surplus of $30,786 over municipal lia¬ 
bilities. 

Unemployment and indigent relief 
amounted to $1,963, of which $730 un¬ 
employment relief was repaid by the 
provincial, government. Grasshopper 
bait mixing cost the municipality $2,- 
271. Social service payments amount¬ 
ed to $1,737, including a $1,500 pay 
ment to the Sanatorium. Hospital bills 
$53, doctors $540 and health unit $471 
were included in the total health' ex¬ 
penditure of $1,125. 

Municipal assets show uncollected 
municipal taxes of $68,063, as com¬ 
pared to $86,348 in 1937. Uncollected 
trust taxes also show a drop from 
$262,145 in 1937 to $222,015 in 1938. 
Heavy payments on trust accounts in 
1938 are shown, totalling $97,584, a 
gain of about $10,000 over 1937 pay¬ 
ments. 

Machinery Purchased 

During the year new machin»ry 
costing $13,957 was purchased and in¬ 
cluded a tractor, elevating grader, 
snow plow and road planer. Equip¬ 
ment traded in had a valuation of $2 - 
000. bringing the total cost to $11,- 
957. Total value of all equipment at 
the end of the year was $14,920. 

New Assessment 

Last year the district was re-assess¬ 
ed at a cost of $900. This is an expense 
which occurs only periodically. 

Two hospitals, High River and Vul¬ 
can, serve the municipality, with tax 
rates of 1.5 and 2 mills respectively. 
There are 23 schools in the district, 
with school tax rates of from 2 to 6 
mills. It is the impression that, un¬ 
iter the new large school unit, a blan¬ 
ket tax will be levied, but no definite 
statement has been made as yet. 
There are three Reporting schools, 
Kirkcaldy, Vulcan and Brant. 

Valuation of all farm lands in the 
municipal district, including sub-di¬ 
vided lands and buildings and im¬ 
provements, is placed at $4,471,590 
and is the gross value for assessment 
.purposes. The tax rates in 1938 were 
5 mills for municipal purposes and 3 
mills for social services. There are-27.7 
resident farmers in Royal and an es¬ 
timated population of 2500.

A motion was passed that the meet¬ 
ing recommend to the council that a 
by-law be passed that would give pro 
tection from damage by stock to far¬ 
mers who wished to remove their fen¬ 
ces. Another motion passed was that 
the municipal council make represen¬ 
tations to the government to have th - 
provincial noxious weeds act, undo 1 ' 
which the farmer is responsible for 
weeds along the roadside adjoining hi.- 
land, rescinded, and the municipal dis 
trict or provincial government b- 
made responsible for the control of 
such weeds.

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Farm Station Warns 
Re Soil Drifting 

—;— , i 

The Experimental station at Leth¬ 
bridge, following the high winds of 
last week has issued a timely warning 
tegarding soil drifting: 

A. E. Palmer, assistant superinten¬ 
dent, said Saturday morning: “Sum- 1 
merfallow not properly handled is 
blowing and we recommend to farmers 
to get out on their land and ridge it 
with a one-way disc. It is an ideal 
time for farmers to exarpine their 
lands to see just what,is happening. It 
they are blowing preventive measures 
are needed. We have found that by re¬ 
moving all but every fourth disc from 
the one-way disc an effective imple¬ 
ment is secured for ridging the land 
and covering up the fine dirt, It pene¬ 
trates the soil about three inches and 
leaves the surface rough and ridged. 

“It takes only about half an hour to 
make the change and it is well worth 
trying. A check made on the land re¬ 
veals that good trash <over is holding 
the soil even in high winds. 

“Drifting is seemingly quite gen¬ 
eral for we have had telephone calls 
from as far as Rosebud.” 

If a one-way disc is not available a 
duck-foot cultivator is thawed out 
somewhat. A common disc might also 
be helpful to some extent. 


Just Rugged Honesty 

“We do not need great brilliancy in 
the administration of public affairs.

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WHAT FORM OF FARM AID? 


"CYARMERS do not seem to be greatly surprised to 
learn that the Dominion government will abandon the 
pegged price system, which has cost Canadian taxpayer; 
$48,000,000 and still has not touched those who most need' 
help. Although eastern Capada cannot fairly protest such 
aid to western wheat growers, there is point to the argu¬ 
ment that wheat is only one of the primary products de¬ 
serving of assistance. It is recognized also by farmers 
that the large wheat producers, some of them not even 
residents of Canada, benefitted out of proportion to the 
small farmer on the pegged price. 

The minimum p.*fce of 1938, was a temporary measure, 
and certainly was not overgenerous from the standpoint 
of the farmer. It is recognized that it is no solution, and 
might prove so costly as to be quite out of the question. 

Hon. James Gmtiiner’s ideal of “more comfortable- 
homes and fewer wheat production records—five families 
with good homes, rather than two men and tractors farm¬ 
ing five sections,” is an ideal with which no one will dis¬ 
agree. But its attainment is far from realization. There 
are those who think the proposed acreage bonus might 
bring more equal benefits, than have yet been arrived at. It 
would at least bring something to the farmer who has no 
crop. And it is his plight that is not relieved under the 
pegged price. 

One suggested pltn is that the government underwrite 
all grain crops by guaranteeing a minimum return of so 
many dollars per seeded acre. If the value of the crop drops 
below this minimum, the government would make up the 
difference in cash, borne approximate costs of seed, thresh¬ 
ing and taxes would be estimated, and the minimum guar¬ 
anteed would have to be sufficiently above this to ensure 
a livelihood, and prevent going on relief. Certain figures 
have been suggested such as $2.60 as a rough average of 
costs, and a $6 minimum guarantee. Those who made above' 
this minimum would require no assistance. Those who fell 
below would be bonussed. 

Any such plan would require that certain standards of 
farm cultivation be fulfilled. There would necessarily he 
provisions which would consider the small farm as a first 
and most important charge. If the ideal of the smaller 
'•.cmesteads, and more of them, is to be fulfilled, ther- 1 
should be encouragement toward mixed crops, and less em¬ 
phasis on the all wheat production which has created the 
large holdings. ^ 

Another tendency of such a plan would be a gradual 
elimination of land not reasonably sure of production. Can¬ 
adian taxpayers as a whole cannot be blamed for reluct¬ 
ance to pour seed, year after year, into land that only oc¬ 
casionally produces a crop. The proposed acreage bonus 
would go hand in hand with the rehabilitation program, in 
all its phases. 

Every other agricultural country in the world is bonus- 
ing farmers to a relatively greater extent than Canada 
It is all very well for theorists to talk vaguely about inter¬ 
national phases of the wheat problem and international 
agreements. But that does not relieve Canada of the re¬ 
sponsibility of attempting some domestic solution. 

The wheat pegging has resulted in those having the 
greatest bushelago receiving the most, and those having 
no crops receiving nothing, and becoming in consequence, a 
further charge on the state. No one can regard such a 
policy as efficient, or deserving of continuance. 


MINIMUM WAGE LAWS 


fPHEORETICALLY minimum wag^e laws are*regarded 
as a sign of advancement, but in practical enforce 
ment they tend to diminish occupational opportunities. In 
normal times when turnover is good and profits are big, 
there is every justification for ensuring the laborer against 
exploitation. And there may at the present time, in larger i 
centres, be conditions which justify the enforcement of 
ifkinimum wage laws. The trouble is, from what is ru¬ 
mored, that large employers have their own methods* of 
evading minimum laws, and are perhaps “smarter” than 
the small employer. 

Certainly, so far as the small town is concerned, any en¬ 
forcement of mininvim wage laws in the last eight years, 
has worked to the detriment of a great many young people 
lb lias narrowed down their possibilities for employment, 
and has made employers very wary of taking on extra 
help. No claim is made that employers are philanthro¬ 
pists, absorbed entirely in guardihg the interests of their 
employees. They are ready to avail themselves of cheap 
labor if it can be obtained legally. But on the other hand, 
most of them are square shooters, having a fair recogni¬ 
tion of the value of the service given them, and prepared 
to pay wages according to what their business warrants. 
There are few complaints that employees are overworked 
and underpaid, but there are mdny complaints that young 
people are unable to secure work, because of the minimum 
wage law’s. • • 

There are doz,er.3 of cases of young people in this town 
alone in recent years, who might have gained useful train¬ 
ing jn stores, garages and other^businesses if there were 
not this constant overhang of minimum wage violation. 
These young people, living at home, could afford to work 
for less than standard wages. They would be receiving an 
educational experience that would fit them in the course 
of two or three years for a better paid position. Even al¬ 
though there might be no great opportunity for advance¬ 
ment in the small town, valuable initial training may be ob¬ 
tained. And most important of-all, young people would be 
employed. They would be absorbing the discipline of reg¬ 
ular hou?ff of labor, industrious habits, courteous approacn 
to the public, and a groundwork of knowledge of some par¬ 
ticular business. They would also learn to handle their 
own earned money. But in order to do good work and es¬ 
tablish some feeling of continuity, they should have th“ 
assurance that the employment will continue for them— 
not just for six months, but as long as they give capable 
service, and as long as their employer can find work for 
them. , . , 

If the present system of private industry is to continue 
in Canada, employers must realize how dangerous it is to 
permit thousands of young people to remain idle year after 
year, with each year a new crop coming up. Idle hands ars 
bound to get into mischief, and idle heads are bound to ab¬ 
sorb distorted ideas. Employers cannot ignore their respon¬ 
sibilities in giving employment whenever possible. But em¬ 
ployers would be able and willing to give more employ¬ 
ment than they are now giving if the spectre of minimum 
wage’ laws did not hover over them whenevefThey respond 
to the perpetual cry “I don’t care about the wages, 1 want 
work.” 

Does the government realise how unpopular the enforce¬ 
ment of these laws actually is, not only with the employ¬ 
ers but quite as much with prospective employees and their 
parents ?

Brigham Young’s

Dale Carnegie writing in "Atlanta 
Constitution,” gives this sprightly 
picture of Brigham Young’s matri¬ 
monial ventures. 

Brigham Young, the great leader 
of the Mormoh religion, married 27 
women and made all of them eat at 
the same table every day, and get 
down on their knees and pray togeth¬ 
er every night—and he managed to 
do this, year after year, without suf¬ 
fering any casualties. 

Why did Brigham Young want so 
many wives? Was he a lustful, sen¬ 
suous creature, driven on by physical 
desires?

Almost as Much for Liquor 
• as For Dominion Schools; 3.5 
Per Cent of Canadian Income 
On Education 

The total cost of educatn” in Can¬ 
ada is 120 million dollars, Soout 13% 
of all government expenditures. And 
when the taxpayer stops to think of 
what the country receives for its edu¬ 
cational expenditures—nine great 
school systems, employing 74,000 
teachers and serving 2,500,000 boys 
and girls—he will surely not consider 
the cost too high. Of course educa¬ 
tion is a provincial, not a dominion 
responsibility, and is largely support¬ 
ed by local taxes on real estate. Even 
compared •with other municipal servi¬ 
ces so supported however, educational 
costs are not excessive. For example, 
in Ontario, only about 27% of tota 1 
municipal indebtedness is due to edu¬ 
cation. 

This provides proof of the claim 
that the exenditures which Canadian 
people make on education are only 
a small part of their total expendi¬ 
tures. The Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics estimates that Canada spends 
only 3.5% of her income on education. 
The same Bureau shows that it costs 
$3750 to raise the average boy or girl 
to maturity, and that only $750, or 
barely 13% of this, is spent on educa¬ 
tion. *■ 

“In other words,” says the Bureau 
“it costs no more to raise six children 
and give them an average schooling 
than to raise seven completely illiter¬ 
ate.” 

The Canadian people spend one- 
third as much for cigarettes c\er> 
year as they spend for education. Ihev 
spend twa-thirds as much for liquor 
as they spend to educate two and a 
half million children. And expenditure 
on both these items shows a steady in¬ 
crease, year after year. , 

Education in Canada (exclusive of 
universities) costs about $10 per cap.- 
ta.—Only eight'->of the forty-eight 
American states spend less tffah this, 
and they are all states in'the poverty- 
stricken south. Surely the considera¬ 
tion of facts like these will convince 
everyone that the cost of education, 
although substantial, is not by any 
means excessive. Indeed, those who ad¬ 
vocate increased expenditure for edu-! 
cation at this time when the country is 
beginning to emerge from the depres¬ 
sion are fully justified in their conten¬ 
tion.—Exchange. 


Premier Aberhart made what he de¬ 
scribed as his “maiden speech” in the, 
last week. He defended the Social 
Credit method of nominating candi¬ 
dates, declaring that only party heel-, 
ers could get nomination from old line 
parties. E. L. Gray protested this as¬ 
sertion, supported by combined oppo¬ 
sition, but Speaker Dawson ruled that 
selection of candidates was merely a 
party question and no interest to the 
assembly. 

Continuing, the Premier stated that 
he was not one to bear a grudge and 
would forget past insurgencies on tin 
part of Social Credit members. Many 
interruptions on the part of opposition 
were accompanied by an equal number 
of “Shut ups” from the government 
side. 

During his address the premier said j 
that a brief survey of the govern- 1 
ment’s record “will be a complete an¬ 
swer to the unwarranted, unproven 
charges and declarations of all those j 
who said that nothing has been done, ! 
or is being done, and that the princi¬ 
ples of ‘social credit,’ the only remedy 
for this chaotic state in which we find 
ourselves, are being abandoned bv us. | 

Premier Aberhart referred to Mr. | 
Duggan’s remarks about giving more j 
attention to development of home mar- ! 
kets. "Why did he not admit there is 
already inaugurated in this province | 
by the present government the great-1 
est campaign of ‘buy Alberta-made- 
goods’ that has ever been put on in 
any province in Canada?” Premiei 
Aberhart asked. 

Speaking of schools, and defaults ir. 
school debentures, he said: “When tho 
time comes that I am obliged to let 
the children suffer in order to meet 
the claims of the coupon clippers, you 
can take it from me that I will, no 
longer serve in the capacity of minis¬ 
ter of education. Our children are 
our greatest heritage. They must re¬ 
ceive prior claims upon our resources.” 

He forecast legislation in respect to 
mortgages an<T loans, and a construc¬ 
tion program. 

Conditions in the schools were being 
improved. The policy of the govern- 
mient was clearly indicated in the 
statement t”hat ‘‘my government seeks 
to complete the task of reorganizing 
rural education and the administra¬ 
tion of the curriculum; to work out 
some plan whereby no child of ability 
will be prevented from developing its 
powers to capacity becase of lark of 
opportunity. 

Accomplishments had been made in 
agriculture, and highways were being 
constructed—not “on borrowed money, 
but were being paid for as built,” said 
the premier. Other progressive poli¬ 
cies were being followed, he declared. 

Pensions for Teachers 

On Monday,. Premier Aberhart in¬ 
troduced a bill providing for teachers’ 
pensions at retirement age of 65 years 
on a contributory* basis. He also in¬ 
troduced a bill amending the legal pro 
fessions act providing for bonding of 
lawyers. 

J. J. Bowlen held the floor Monday, 
covering a vast amount of unfulfilled 
party promises, digging out almost 
forgotten incidents—the failure to re¬ 
turn the $200 deposit fee to Okotoks- 
High River; the members of a com¬ 
mittee on relief disbanding to go over 
to take part in the Saskatchewan elec¬ 
tions; dismissed civil servants; th: 
threat to the R.C.M.P.; the govern¬ 
ment demand for full interest on Cal¬ 
gary bonds, while it was only paying 
half interest; the lowdown on the 
Athabasca election; 'dividends; pros- j 
perity certificates; sales tax, recad 
bill, abandoned trip to the Coronation; 
private debt reduction; “no idle men 
by July 1”; press gag; -ultra vires leg 
islation; negotiations with Majoi 
Douglas. 

Work and Wages Program 

Dr. Cross, protesting impossibility- 
of work and wages, said it would mean 
expenditure of $1,250,000 monthly. 
The relief committee wished to trea* 
all on relief equally, and was hoping 
for a rehabilitation program to be 
worked out. 

Complete state medicine would cost 
$11,000,000 and he could not impose o:i 
taxpayers to that extent. He said the 
government had advanced farther in 
state medicine than any other govern¬ 
ment of Canada in the last three and 
a half years. Monetary reform was 
the solution of health and relief, ho 
said. “A government in Ottawa that 
would free us from financial tyranny 
would change the whole picture over¬ 
night.” 


Agnes McPhail in House of 
Commons, Believes Farmers 
Are Recognizing Need to Cut 
Production to Known De¬ 
mand. 


Agnes McPhail, speaking in the 
House of Commons, recently says: 

I feel that we can do more towards 
solving unemployment and a great 
many of our other problems in—Cam 
bda by restoring the purchasing pow¬ 
er of the farmer than we can do by 
any other method. In Canada we have 
some 728,623 farms, and it is true of 
almost every farm family that they 
cannot buy the goods they need; and 
we have idle machines, unemployed 
workers, and a drift of rural youth to 
the cities and into white-collared 
jobs and into the professions, if that 
is possible. 

Agriculture until now has been ask¬ 
ed to buy in a protected market, and 
not only a protected market but' a 
market restricted in many ways, and 
1o sell in a non-protected market. I 
am siAe no other industry passing 
through such times as agriculture is 
experiencing would have been asked to 
pay such high prices and to stand such 
a high tariff on Iheir implements of 
production. 

The farmer in Canada knows that 
there are thirty-three acts passed by 
the British parliament, during the last 
seven or eight years, having to do 
with agriculture and tending to raise 
the price of agricultural products, so 
that Die British fanner did not have 
to sell below the cost of production. 
Our farmers see that the farmer in 
Britain gets $1.30 a bushel for his 
wheat, in France $1.50, in Italy $2.00. | 
and in Germany $2.50; and the farmer j 
in Canada, and certainly the farmer of j 
Ontario, feels that something must be 
done about it. 

The first thing that must be done 
r.nd the only thing that the farmer can 
do for himself, is to organize agricul¬ 
ture so completely that there will be 
one bod y that can speak for agricul¬ 
ture. 

1 hear farmers talking for the first 
time in favor of producing for a 
known market. They see that other 
countries which used to buy our farm 
products do not do so any longer. 
They regret that there are people in 
Canada who would like to buy cream 
and eggs, .steaks, cereals, chickens— 
all the things that go to make up a 
good table—but who cannot afford 
them.

The wheat pools believe the produc¬ 
tion of wheat in the world today is too 
great for effective demand. That is* 
to say, the bread eating nations under 
present conditions cannot consume the 
huge surplus being produced. Proof of 
this is supplied by the estimate of the 
carryover as at July 31, 1938—one 
billion two hundred million bushels. 
That such a record-breaking carryover 
can be accumulated when world prices 
are at such desperately low levels fur¬ 
nishes abundant evidence of an un¬ 
wanted surplus. 

The wheat pools believe that unless 
action is taken to solve the problem 
from an international standpoint the 
tendency will be even greater sur¬ 
pluses in future years with no Amel¬ 
ioration of the low price probleiq. 

The theory that the weatherman 
will attend to the wheat surpluses is 
not tenable in this instance. It took
